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Local PEP Started 


On Sturgeon River 


Despite brisk winds and 
intermitant snow squalls, 
crews of hardy workmen 
attacked the banks of the 
Sturgeon River Monday 
afternoon, thus launching the 
local phase of the Priority 
Employment Program, re- 
cently initiated by the pro- 
vincial government, 

With a $75,000 budget to 
work with, the Alberta Wat- 
er Resources Branch be- 
lieves that it can remedy 
two trouble spots along the 
Sturgeon where river jams 
cause flooding damage every 
Spring. One of the trouble 
areas is in the Municipal 
District of Lac Ste. Anne, 
adjacent to rich farmland 
in the Alcomdale area, The 
other is east of St. Albert 
about 20 miles, starting at 
the bridge located north of 
Namao and located within 
the MD of Sturgeon, 

Water Resources district 
engineer, Tom Slater and 
his assistant Phil Hunt esti- 


mated that a total of 60 men 
could get the job done from 
December 11 until the Spring 
thaw, They further decided 
to put two crews of 10 men 
each to work in the Alcome 
dale sector and four crews 
in the eastern part of the 
flood-prone Sturgeon, 

The crews of hardy work- 
men, recruited from many 
centres located along the 
Sturgeon, work under fore- 
men whose instructions are 
qiite simple . . . “Chop 
away any obstacle you feel 
might cause a river jam and 
stack the trees, roots, brush 
or whatever you find, on the 
ice of the river and burn 
| fe 

The two gangs of work- 
men, equipped with axes, 
power saws and other hand 
tools will walk the Sturgeon 
banks and clear them as 
they move along, Each man 
will be expected to put in an 
average of seven hours per 
day and will be paid at the

The most sensitive posi- 
tion related to the entire 
project is that of Chairman 
Bill Veness who correlates 
every function between the 
government departments, 
the elected municipal repre- 
sentatives and the workmen 
and their respective fore- 
men, Mr. Veness, a most 
astute local businessman 
and a concerned citizen re- 
garding the improvement of 
the Sturgeon River flooding 
situation has already logged 
many hours and many miles 
toward helping get this pro- 
ject in motion,

Calgary Power Launches Spray Cooling Program 


Calgary Power Ltd, has 
undertaken a unique water 
cooling test program at its 
Sundance coal-fired power 
plant on the south side of 
Lake Wabamun, 45 miles 
west of Edmonton, 

The program will test the 
theory of cooling water using 
Spray modules, or fountains, 
that dissipate heat to the at- 
mosphere, 

The Sundance plant borr- 
ows large quantities of water 
from the lake, and cooling 
the water before returning 
it to the lake has been the 
subject of testing and re- 
search at the plant recently, 

Spray systems are unpre- 
cedented in power plants in 
Canada, and could provide 
an alternative to cooling 
towers or other devices, 

The experimental mod- 
ules -- there are six mod- 
ules, each containing four 
sprays -- disperse water in 
a fine spray 17 feet into the 
air, releasing heat to the 
atmosphere, 

During the testing pro-

gram water tempe: atures 
before and after the spray 
complex, . will be recorded 
to determine the system’s 
effectiveness, 

The spray modules could 
be used in a closed circuit 
cooling system, where a 
miniature lake is created - 
cooling ponds in engineers’ 
language = and the modules 
dot the surface of a pond 
to cool the water before 
its return to the plant, 

Capital costs for coole 
ing the water could run as 
high as 31,2 million dollars 
and resulting annaul costs 
would be passed on to the 
consumer, 

The current temperatures 
of the water returning tothe 
lake from the Sundance plant 
varies between 55 and 85 
degrees, dependent largely 
on the season, says senior 
Company engineer Walt Sap- 
onja, ‘‘But of course that 
doesn’t mean the lake tem- 
perature is increased by 
that much, The heat quickly 
dissipates to the atmosphere 


“of weeds, 


and affects only a small 
portion of the lake,’ 

Concern for cooling the 
water came after cottage 
residents on Lake Wabamun 
raised alarms about an in- 
crease in weed growth in 
the lake, 

Scientists agree that many 
factors have contributed to 
this increase in weed 
growth, and Calgary Power 
is on record as conceding 
that the introduction of heat 
from the plants may have 
some impact although no 
conclusive evidence has 
been produced, 


During the past summer | 
the company conducted a | 
$90,000 weed harvesting | 


program at its other plant 


on the north side of the lake 


with some assistance from 
the Government of Alberta, 
the summer Village of Kap- 
asiwin and the County of 
Parkland, 

The harvesting program 
yielded more than 1,600 tons 
containing an 


estimated three 


tons of | 


phosphates, a major re- 
quirement for weed stimu- 
lation, 

Mr, Saponja says a con- 
tinuing weed harvesting pro- 
gram on the north side 
should reduce problems 
associated with weeds, 

The harvesting and ex- 
perimental cooling program 
are part of a mammoth en- 
vironment control program 
at the two plants. 

In addition to these pro- 
jects, the company operates 
a highly-successful land re- 


clamation program at the 
coal mines adjacent to the 
plants, and is currently in- 
stalling electrostatic pre- 
cipitators at Sundance that 
will effectively eliminate 
99,5 per cent of fly ash 
emissions from the stacks, 

Total cost of all these 
programs could exceed

Unfair Tax 


The Editor: 

May I comment on the 
Supplementary Tax Assess- 
ment, as discussed in an 
item of the November 29, 
Gazette, 

Those who have purchased 
a home in St, Albert feel 
discriminated against, We 
are prepared to pay a fair 
share of the municipal tax- 
es but in this case Council 
has changed the rules in the 
middle of the game, It was 
the Provincial Government 
who passed legislation all- 
owing the town of effectively 
make the tax retroactive 
and therefore, they are 
mainly responsible for the 
tax mess, 

Defend as you may, the 
system, there are a number 
of injustices, Among them 
is the reassessing, in my 
case, in September, but 
mailing the tax notice in 
November, Why should the 
fact that I have been re-= 
assessed be with-held from 
me for all these months? 

Why should the Provincial 
Government go to great lav- 
ish lengths to assure that 
every home in the Province 
is assessed on the same ba- 
sis and then allow every 
Municipal Government to 
use-a different percentage 


of that assessment as a 
base on which to apply the 
mill rate, A new home pur- 
chaser has a right to know 
what taxes he is expected 
to pay. I for one was shock- 
ed to learn that the St, Al- 
bert mill rate applies to 60 
per cent of the assessment 
while in Edmonton it app- 
lies 50 per cent of the ass- 
essment, In deciding where 
to purchase a new home, 
tax is certainly a factor.

Point number three, your 
article claims this tax is 
not retroactive and not un- 
fair, Well perhaps, but can 
you explain why I should 
pay more taxes than the 
person who built last year? 
Or the year before? Taxes 
have been assessed for many 
years on the previous basis 
is it really fair to change 
that system without notice? 

When the Court of Revis- 
ion does sit in St, Albert I 
will be there. I hope hund- 
reds of other new residents 
will join me,

St. Albert 
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Labor Minister Defines PEP Plan 


Throughout 1971, the Con- 
servative Party had been 
advocating that special gov- 
ernment measures were 
necessary to try toalleviate 
the seasonal employment 
problem, After the election 
of 1971 the new Government 
set as one of its first prior- 
ities, the development of 
measures which would re- 
duce the impact of un- 
employment, A great deal of 
effort was put into develop- 
ing programs for this pur- 
pose and the result was the 
Priority Employment Pro- 
gram, generally known as 
PEP, 

During the months from 
January to March 1971 when 
unemployment is normally 
most severe, the PEP pro- 
gram had almost 5,000 
people involved in either 
training or employment, The 
average throughout the total 
three-month period was 
approximately 4,200, Intotal 
$8.4 million was spent 
through the provincial Prio- 
rity Employment Program 
on these projects. 

Attempts have been made 
to predict the various econo= 
mic conditions throughout 
the province and toestablish 
guidelines as to where mea- 
sures are likely to be need- 
ed. Although conditions will 
be improved from last year, 
we still feel that it will be 
necessary to undertake 
some programming specifi- 
cally directed at unemploy- 
ed people. With this in mind, 
the Chairman of the Cabinet 
Committee on PEP, Hon, 
Hohol announced that he will 
be making $3 million avail- 
able to educational institutes 
throughout the province to 


carry out programs de- 
signed at reaching those 
people who may find them- 
selves unemployed this win- 
ter, 

A further $2 million will 
be made available, Of this 
$1 .nillion will be directed 
to the Department of Agri- 
culture to provide for cap- 
ital grants to Agricultural 
and Exhibition Societies in 
Alberta, These grants will 
be used for the construc- 
tion, renovation or impro- 
vement of multi-purpose 
buildings or facilities, thus 
creating employment oppor- 
tunities, The other $1 mill- 
ion will provide for a joint 
Provincial-Municipal pro- 
gram of surface water im- 
provement through the De-

Crop Insurance Study 
Emerges With 23 Pts. 


The erg MLA come 
mittee, appointed last Spring 
to study crop insurance and 
weather modification in Al- 
berta, has made 23 specific 
recommendations in their 
interim report, tabled inthe 
provincial legislature 
recently, 

Before making its recom- 
mendations, the committee 
received representatives 
and studied briefs submitted 
by local governments, far- 
mers and farm organiza- 
tions, The briefs dealt with 
federal and provincial legis- 
lation and regulations per- 
taining to all risk crop in- 
surance and hail insurance, 
the operation of the Alberta 
Hail and Crop Insurance 
Corporation and line com- 
panies dealing with this type 
of insurance; and organiza- 
tions and research institu- 
tions concerned with wea- 
ther modification, 

Some of the committee’s 
recommendations include 
that each quarter section of 
land be separately insured 
from the rest of the farm 
and that insurance coverage 
and premium for all-risk 
crop insurance, be based 
on six to 10 year produc- 
tion average of the insured 
quarter, Also that the fed- 
eral government pay 50 per 
cent of all risk crop insur- 
ance premiums and that the 
Alberta government pay all 
administration costs, 

The legislative committ- 
ee also recommended that 
the Alberta Hail and Crop 
Insurance Corporation con- 
sider insuring all crops and 
remove the 25-acre mini- 
mum requirement under the 
all-risk crop insurance pro- 
gram, Other important 
points recommended are 
that the Alberta Hail and 
Crop Insurance Corporation 
make rapeseed amajorcrop 
under the all-risk crop in- 
surance program; that the 
date a farmer can cancel 
his policy be changed from 
January 31 to March 31 and 
that the Alberta Hail and 
Crop Insurance Corpora- 
tion continue to use its lien 
procedure to collect money 
owing on premiums, but that 
it take only half the value 
of deliveries until the pre-

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Alberta Biochemist Develops 


Synthetic Vital Lung Tissue 


An Edmonton born bio- 
chemist who may have made 
one of the major achieve- 
ments in biochemistry in 
this decade delivered a stir- 
ring talk at Grant MacEwan 
Community College’s Old 
Scona Campus. 

Dr. Nora Elizabeth Burns, 
is the developer of a revo« 
lutionary substitute for the 
vital lung tissue which sep- 
arates blood from gas in 
lungs, Its life-saving possi- 
bilities are enormous and 
its industrial potential reads 
like science fiction, 

She created her mem- 
brane from silicone, pro- 
ducing an artificial substi- 
tute for the ultra-thin, all- 
important lung tissue known 
as the alveolar membrane,

‘Between Christmas and 
New Year’s, at the end of 
the moon the weather will 
continue very cold, very 
Severe, and the wind will 
be very harsh.

ing over 95 per cent of the 
province’s population, The 
program will start in mide 
December. 

Mr, Beaver’s weather 
predictions will imme- 
diately follow each radio 
Station’s weather report, 
providing for some interes- 
ting comparisons. Mr, Bea- 
ver makes his forecasts in 
his native tongue which is 
Cree; Jeff Howard, free- 
lance radio broadcaster and 
audio-visual director for the 
Alberta Native Communica- 
tions Society who speaks and 


understands Cree, provides 
the English translation, 

It must be remembered, 
that, to the Indian, the en- 
tire weather predicting tra- 
dition is a very spiritual 
one, and initially Mr, Bea- 
ver was reluctant to go on 
the air. He agreed to it, 
however, particulary since 
he enjoys matching wits with 
the white man’s science, 
This challenge is even grea~ 
ter for Mr, Beaver since 
his predictions are recorded 
up to 30 days in advance of 
the date of each broadcast. 

The 54-year-old Alberta 


native son is an amazing 
individual, He is a highly 
perceptive person whose 
predictions not only deal 
with the weather but also 
with conditions throughout 
the world, and he has‘a great 
respect for his fellow man, 
Isaac Beaver’s weather 
predictions are based onthe 
various signs of nature, but 
because of its sacred aspect 
he does not reveal any of his 
secrets, There is one thing 
for certain, however, over 
the years his weather fore- 
casts have, more often than 
not, been dead accurate,
